WeUod Steel Baneta. 


Electrically welded steel barrels 


a*e made at Uxbridge, England. By 
easing1 the rolls at the ends the pre- 
viously impossible task has been ac- 
complished of rolling a flat steel 
sheet into the regulation barrel 
form. The sheet metal is extended 
at the center only, the metal plate 
retaining its original width at the 
ends. After the ends have been 
sheared the longitudinal seam is 
electrically welded by the process. 
The heads are cut in a circular 
shearing machine and then corru- 
gated and dished in a 400 ton hy- 
draulic press. The dished end fits- 
inside the barrel head, and a ring 
of sheet metal three-quarters of an 
inch to an inch wide is also placed 
outside the barrel and the three 
edges of metal are finally electrical- 
ly welded. 
The bungbosses are 


stamped oat of steel and are also 
welded on by the same process. 
These barrels are principally used 
for storing lubricating and lighting 
oils and for holding the acetone used 
in the manufacture of cordite,—San 
Francisoo Chronicle.

That each a life should breed 
discontent and that those forced to live 
it should mn to in even desperate efforts 
to exact better terms from their em- 
ployers is natural.—New York Times.

ties. The recital of htar grievance 
by the lady herself is certainly 
quaint and interesting. 


"I am a poor widow," wrote Deb- 


orah to tbe publiEber of The Post- 
boy ia 1744, "and have often Bet 
forth tbe deplorable etate of iny caiw 
to the alderman uf the ward, but he 
turiit. a deaf ear to all I say, and I 
must therefore beg you to give a 
place in your paper to an appeal to 
the public for the justice of my call. 
My husband died about three years 
ago, leaving me with three small 
children and a large score to pay off 
at tippling houses for beer, punch 
and cordials, occasioned by his too 
great attention to politics and neg- 
lect of his cordwainer's occupation. 
After his death I followed washing, 
making soap, candles and some 
other small matters which brought 
me in now aud then a ready penny, 
enabling me to pay my husband's 
debts and live in a frugal manner, 
whkh I did, having for tome yearn 
raised my own pork in my yard. 


"But I am debarred by a law of 


the corporation, lately passed, ban- 
ishing all hogs out of the city, to the 
great damage of the widow and or- 
phan, which law, I have been in- 
formed, was obtained at the earnest 
request of a certain city magistrate 
whose name I refrain from giving. 
Had that gentleman considered the 
benefit accruing to the public by the 
hogs, the injustice of depriving the 
inhabitants of their company, I am 
apt to think that he would not have 
been so precipitate in an affair of 
such consequence. 


"For reducing a cancer nothing 


like hog's fat, sugar cookies and 
strong beer, made into a poultice, 
applied warm to the part affected, 
will serve, and hog's fat steeped in 
rum with mullein is good for a 
colic." 


Mrs. Seeley appears to have been 


something of a rhetorician, as she 
adds, with a touch of true feminine 
logic: 


'"I must further observe that, il 


thay are to banish all nuisances, 
why don't they banish the dogs, 
cats, drunken husbands, and substi- 
tute order for disorder? Consider- 
ing the hog, his bristles serve the 
shoemaker and brushmaker, his fat 
fries fish, boils olicooks, bakes pan- 
cakes, greases wool, makes soap and 
is good for pomatum. Gamon and 
cheek of bacon with spinach, a leg 
of pork and turnips is a fine dish. 
This none of the community can 
deny. If what I say will not prevail 
upon the magistrates to repeal the 
law banishing hogs, nothing will, I 
fear. But I would propose one ex- 
ception to be added to the law, and 
that is that every person that will 
fat bogs in their bedrooms, parlors 
or garrets shall not be deemed or 
esteemed to be within the meaning 
of th« law, anything to the contrary 
notwithstanding." 


In the same year and almost on 


the same day that Deborah Seeley 
complained of the hog ordinance 
Sylvanus Seaman had a word to say 
concerning the actions of some rep- 
rehensible Tenderloin dudes of that 
day whose place of nocturnal resort 
was Beaver street. He wrote: 


"Those young gentlemen rakes 


who broke so many windows at 
midnight in this city, who show 
their un-Christian way of rejoicing, 
may be assured if they don't make 
satisfaction for the wooden shutters 
they broke in Beaver street their 
names will be put in this paper. As 
this most scandalous, base and per 
nicious practice of breaking shutters 
after nightfall is but too common 
and notorious in these parts, it were 
humbly to be v/ished that the legis- 
lature would take into their consid- 
eration the subject, as they only are 
in the capacity to provide a remedy 
suitable for the acts of such male- 
factors."—New York Sun.

Bonn of Labor In 


Massachusetts does not seem to be in 


tb» front rank of progress in legislation 
regarding the hours of labor. The State 
Labor Bulletin for Jnly says that the 
tendency everywhere is toward the es- 
tablishment of a legal working day of 
Mght hours, in ten states the limit of a

It was just 10:40 p. m. when Detrol 


& Lima Northern passenger train 4 
pulled up to the L. E & W. crossing 
stopped,"*g(we 4fae customary signed 
sno started across the crossing. 
In the cab of the engine was engi- 
neer Lenbart, while the train was la 
charge of conductor Harper. On tbe 
"Y" connecting tbe two roads were 
standing a cut ot cars which prevent- 
ed an engineer on the D. & L. N. 
from seeing an east bound freight 
approaching on the L E. & W. 


As vbe 
D. & L. N. engine 


passed ever the crossing engineer 
Lenhart looked west and saw an 
engine 
approaching. The 
second 


look foretold him that there was 
danger. He pulled tbe thrott-'e 
of the engine 
wide 
open 
and 


the train sprang forward as it to 
present an awful danger. The pas- 
senger train was composed ot six 
coaches, the last two of which were 
heavily loaded with excursionists on 
their way home from Toledo. When 
the next to the last coach was about 
two-thirds ot tbe way over the cross- 
lag, the passengers were terrified by 
the glare of a bright light. Con- 
ductor Harper realized what was com- 
log acid yelled for tne people to 
jump. There was a scream of terror 
from every person In the car. A 
crash followed and the next Instant 
tbe crossing was a mass of wreckage. 
Toe catting ot tbe air brakes caused 
a sudden stop ot tbe train. 


AN AAVFUL SCENK. 


The people In the front immediate- 


ly left the cars, acd then beheld 
a scene which they wish never to 
witness again. The next to the last 
coach was turned over, the top rest- 
ing in tbe ditch. 
The cries and 


moans ot the Injured ones on tbe 
outside was awful. Men, women and 
children were thrown in one confused 
mass to the top of the car. On them 
were laying the loosened seats 
The 


lamps were cut, and darkness added 
terror to the scene. Women were 
there with tbe clothing almost torn 
from their bodies. 


On almost every person blood 


Those wbo were on tbe passenger 


train are positive that tbe train came 
to a dead stop north of the crossing 
Engineer Lenbart said that be 
stopped bis train, gave the usual sig- 
nal and again started his train, and 
when he saw the freight approaching 
made every effort to get the train 
across the interaction ot tbe two 
tracks. 


A representative of the TIMES 


DEMOCRAT was on the passenger 
train and saw engineer Hartman im- 
mediately after the wreck occurred. 
He was bunting for bis fireman, Mc- 
~3»?Uan. Mr. Hartman said that be 
and bis fireman jumped; tbattbe 
train had not stopped, but was going 
slowly and was under control. He 
could not see an approaching train on 
the D. & L. N. on account of a cat 
of cars standing on the switch north 
ot the L. E. & W. tracks. He beard 
or saw no train until he saw tbe 
flash ot a headlight pass the crossing. 
He reversed his engine, but it was 
too late to avert the accident. 


He was moved with grief and 


greatly deplored the accident. 


D. A L. N. OFFICIALS NOTIFIED. 
The Detroit & Lima Northern offi- 


cials who were in the city were noti- 
fied and did everything they could to 
care for the injured. 


The Ohio Southern wreck train ar- 


rived this morning, about 9 o'clock, 
and began to clear up the road. The 
D. & L. N. trains were tnls afternoon 
able to pass through without being 
transferred.

more profitable business than editing a 
literary periodical, says a writer in The 
Month. TJ;« annual balance sheet cJ 
the Monte Carlo casino baa just been 
issued and shows a profit of nearly 
£800,000. This means that the bank, 
not the gambler, has been the greater 
winner. Items of expense are given in 
this balance sheet, one of them being 
£63,000 for subventions to the press. 
This sum, we are given to understand, 
is distributed among the newspapers to 
keep them from pnblishiug some of the 
interesting stories that relate to Monte 
Carlo. If it were not for these subven- 
tions, the Prince of Monaco would find 
it more or less difficult to countenance 
this business, for even the stoutest 
heart would quail at the stories of rain 
and suicide that hung around the casino 
at Monte Carlo. Besides the money 
epent in hashing up the press, £6,000 
•was expended last year in sending 
ruined gamblers away from the pretty 
little place and back to their ruined 
homes. 


Probably no other business concern 


in the world has so much system about 
it as that which runs this famous gam- 
bling establishment. Some day, how- 
ever, an independent editor may make 
his appearance on the Riviera and tell 
the truth as be finds it, and, though it 
will only be what every one knows, but 
what is never printed, it may do some- 
thing to make the place seem even more 
abominable than it now appeals.

John Bright onoe said thai the na 


tjon lived in a cottage. It was a beauti- 
ful and poetic idea, bet a large pro- 
portion of the wage earners among our 
citizens no longer live in a cottage, for 
tbe cottage implies a borne. Byron said, 
"When falls the Coliseum. Borne shall 
fall, and when Borne falls—tbe world. 
Herd and now we say what when tbe 
American home falls, then tails Ameri- 
ca, and wben Anvirina falls there falls 
tba greatest country in the world. I do 
not say the American home is to fall, 
bat I do say the American home ia in 
jeopardy wben a man has to work for 


cents a day. Tbe average miner 


does not live in a cottage. He lives in 
a but. a hovel, sometimes a hole in the 
ground hardly fit for wild beasts. He 
works bard, yet his return ia little. His 
habitation cannot be a happy one. His 
wife is discouraged—she has been try- 
ing to live on 15 or 90 cents a day—the 
ihildrea are half naked, ignorant, and 
all is wretched. And after ignorance 
cornea criiue, and after crime punish- 
ment, in the shape of the prison or the 
life strangled ont on tbe gallows. These 
are tbe prodnots of conditions. Under 
proper conditions we have true man 
rood and Jirtnons womanhood; under 
vicious conditions humanity sinks to 
tbe level of the beast Go to the large 
centers of population—to New York and 
Chicago—and yon will see hundreds of 
ibonsauda of people huddled together, 
ignorant, vicious and depraved, and as 
a natural result of these conditions 
there ia not a state at present with ade- 
quate capacity for the punishment of 
ts criminals. Thia question appeals to 
he patriotism of every honest citizen of 
he republic. And I want the ear of the 
manes* men of this community for a 
ittle while. I want to say to them that 
bey are just as much interested in this 
matter as the miners. If they are de- 
'eated, yon will suffer. 


If tbe miner gets but 48J£ cents a 


lay, he must live on it somehow. He 
cannot buy good, wholesome food. He 
can't pay a grocery bill. He can't wear 
load clothes. He cannot become a factor 
is a consumer. If be has children and 
hey are sick, he cannot pay the doc- 
tor; if be ia wronged, he cannot employ 
a lawyer, and so it is all around. The 
entire superstracrnre of our system rests 
upon labor.

tering tbe time when women were not 


itirely in favor of following the avo- 
•tionsof men the demand for them 
far exceeded the supply. Now the sup- 
ply exceeds the demand, and the natural 
result ia that tbe woman gains preced- 
ence by reason of tbe cheapness of her 
services. This discovery which I have 
made regarding the making of bicycles 
s merely another evidence of tbe fact 
that woman is no longer man's com- 
petitor in labor, but his superior. 


I found that what is known as light 


nannfaotnring was largely carried on 
ty women. To a certain extent the 
oaking of bicycles comes under this 
lead, and everything that they can do 
women are doing. It is a fact that 
much of tbe cycle work is very dirty 
and gives the hands of the women who 
carry it on that grimy appearance 
which is so distasteful to every self re- 
specting female. 


It is my observation that tbe pew- 


ion of the women cycle workers com- 
pares favorably with that of any other 
lass of women workers in health, in 
lorals and in wagea The conditions 
iffer in England from those in the 
United States when tbe question of em- 
loying women ia concerned. In the 


manufacture of bicycles in England it 
is necessary to employ both men and 
women, but though they are all at the 
same manufactory they are distinctly 
separated.

Tk» Striken- Crmde. 


A peculiar form of crusade has sprung 


up in the ouotae of the miners' strike. 
Both in Illinois and in tbe other states 
where the combat for better wages is on 
tbe miners who have quit work have 
found it desirable to persuade their fel- 
low workmen in other mines to join 
them. They have adopted tbe plan of 
organizing in marching columns and 
going on a tour of tbe mines in their 
neighborhood. Tbe results in the main 
have been decidedly successful "Per- 
sonal presence moves the world," and 
where written argument would fail and 
force would merely result in injury to 
tbe cause tbe simple display of tbe 
earnest miners themselves seems to 
have been powerfully effective. 


Tbe plan, has its obvious disadvan- 


tages, and the managers of the strike 
cannot be too emphatic in urging upon 
tbe marching miners tbe necessity of 
avoiding everything savoring of vio- 
lence. So long as they confine them- 
selves to peaceful methods of persuasion 
tbe public will not protest, save that it 
may object to tbe visitations of wander- 
ing bands. The undesirable feature of 
the new method of crusading is that it 
offers an invitation to lawless methods. 
If the marching miners keep clear of 
this temptation, so that tbeir visits to 
men at work have no appearance of in- 
timidation, they are likely to pursue 
the same plan in succeeding strikes un- 
til every great contest of this kind re- 
mits in putting marching organiza- 
tions upon the highways.— -Chicago 
Record.

The sorgbnm is stacked tbe same as 


wheat and oats. We nave quite fre- 
quently fed sorghum that was two years 
old with good results. We always like 
to feed our cane early, and all unstack- 
ed sorgbnm should be fed before tbe 1st 
of January, as the heavy freezing and 
thawing destroys the saccharine matter 
and sours tbe sorghum and forms an 
acid which destroys all the fattening 
quality the sorghum possesses. 


Sorghum should never be fed when 


allowed to ripen, as the cattle will 
gorge tbeir stomachs with tbe seed, 
This will cause irritation of tbe bowels 
and impaction of tbe stomach, or bloody 
murrain. 
This causes inflammation 


quite frequently, and when cows are 
pregnant they will lose their calves at 
seven months. When sorghum is fed 
before tbe seed is allowed to bloom, 
there is no more danger in feeding it 
than in feeding timothy hay or clover. 
We have had 13 years' experience in 
feeding sorghum and find it the moat 
profitable crop for forage that can be 
raised. We harvest from six to ten tons 
to the acre, and the cost for cutting, 
binding and putting in shock is about 
40 cents per ton. By the old way, when 
we stacked it, the cost was 60 cents per 
ton. Onr experience has been in feed- 
ing it to pure bred cattle all tbe time. 
We find cut fodder fed with grain 
makes excellent feed for calves, espe- 
cially when they are highly fed. It 
keeps them from scouring and makes 
them very fat 
The sorghum crop is 


much more profitable than millet or 
kaffir corn, and it is a better fat pro- 
ducing forage plant 


WIm* AsTtoaltoral Collcfe* Cart. 


Over a million dollars (f 1,104,000) 


has just been paid by the United States 
treasury to help the 48 agricultural 
colleges during the fiscal year ending 
June 20, 1898. They get $23,000 apiece 
this year, under tbe act of 1890, against 
$33,000 last year. In July next tbe 
amount will be $24,000, and on and 
after July 1, 1899, tbe sum will be 
$26,000 each and every year. This, ex- 
plains American Agriculturist, is equal 
to tbe stupendous endowment by the 
federal government of from $25,000,000 
to $40,000,000 tor agricultural educa- 
tion, or an endowment of $500,000 to 
$800.000 to each college, according as 
income is reckoned at 3, 4 or S per cent 
On top of this princely grant govern- 
ment gives $15,000 annually to each 
state for an experiment station in con- 
nection with these colleges. 


When to UM Wood A*he*. 


In our opinion, tbe very best way to 


apply wood ashes is to broadcast them 
after plowing and thoroughly harrow 
them into the soiL We would do this 
before planting. In case of meadows or 
grain it ia of course impossible to ap- 
ply ashes in this way. In such case we 
would broadcast the ashes in spring, if 
possible before growth starts. The prac- 
tice of applying ashes to young clover 
after harvesting the grain is often fol- 
lowed and gives good results on the 
crop, but to obtain the greatest benefit 
to tbe soil ashes or lime should be bur- 
rowed in. Ashes contain considerable 
lime, therefore their lirtioa on tbe. soil 
is much the same as tbut of lime.— 
Rural New Yorker. 


Sowing; Oat« by Hand.

The 
better fitting tba seed ^c<i has the deep- 
er the -wheels «uk. carrying the drill 
tubes and the soed grain to greater 
depths than is good for the grain crop.

The shore is thickly wooded with 
alders white birches, limes and 
towering fir trees, whose somber 
crowns even the sunlight can scarce- 
ly brighten, though it reddens their 
slender boles till at sunset they 
gleam like copper. The acacias are 
in full bloom at this season. Their 
pure white blossoms hang high out 
of reach and fling such a wealth of 
fragrance on the air that one thinks 
of tbe lemon and orange groves of 
the south.

The 


neighborhood is full of palaces— 
Babeteberg, beloved by the old em- 
peror; tho marble palace, where 
William II lived as crown prince; 
Sans Souci, on which Frederick the 
Great lavished so much care and 
treasure; the new palace, which the 
same Frederick built to prove that 
the Seven Years' war had not ex- 
hausted his resources; the house on 
the Pfaufii insel (Peacock island), 
which Queen Louise loved, andGlic- 
nicke, now inhabited by Prince Leo- 
pold, the cousin of tho emperor, 
who married the emperor's sister. 


Near all these interesting dwell- 


ings, on a lakelike expanse in the 
midst of the charming balsamy 
woods, floats the anchored boat- 
house, ewinging in the breeze, until 
to the inhabitants it seems as if she 
had left her moorings and had start- 
ed on a voyage of exploration. The 
quiet ia broken only by the singing 
of birds, and the persistent croak of 
tho f rosrs which hide in tho rushes. — 
Harper's Bazar.

It is estimated that at the begin- 


ning of the present century not 
more than 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 
copies of tbe Scriptures were in ex- 
istence in xiie whole world.

can Bible society, and of several 
other lesser bodies; so that the re- 
oent statement is quite credible 
which puts the whole number of 
copiee of the Scriptures issued since 
thecejntury began as over 404,000,-

An old letter, which has just come 


to light and was written by John 
Boas of Paris, Ky., under date of 
Feb. 18, 1£12. gives an account of 
probably the first duel ever fought 
in Kentucky. If it is not the first, 
it is at least tbe most remarkable 
encounter that has taken place on 
Kentucky soil Mr. Roes says: 


"On the 1st day of November, 


1811, Jamee Allen of Kentucky and 
the subscriber met with Thomas 
Fuller, an Englishman, and his com- 
pany, at a small branch between tbe 
United States Saline Salt works and 
Fort Massack. Making a stop at 
thct place, Messrs. Allen and Fuller 
entered into a conversation which 
led to a very serious recontre.

Mounting Photofrapb* on GlaM. 


Jt is frequently the case that one 


may desire -to mount photographs 
upon glass. This is very easily 
done, but one or two points should 
be very carefully observed. Do not 
attempt to mount a photograph on 
cheap glass. The effect will not be 
«atisfactory. Select a good plate, 
clean it thoroughly and place it 
where it will rest steadily under a 
considerable pressure. Soak fuur 
ounces of gelatin for half an hour 
in cold water, then place in a glass 
jar, adding 16 ounces of water. Put 
the jar in a large dish of warm wa- 
ter and dissolve tho gelatin. When 
dissolved, pour in a shallow tray. 
Have the prints rolled on a roller, 
albumen side up. Take the print by 
the corners and pass rapidly through 
the gelatin, taking care to avoid 
air bubbles. Squeeze carefully on 
to the glass. The better the quality 
ot glass the better the effect—New 
York Ledger.
